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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 5 and 8 are amended, claims 1-4, 7 and 9-21 are canceled, and claims 5, 
6 and 8 are pending. 

2. Pending claims 5, 6 and 8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Taylor et al. (US 5,672,413) teaches an ink jet transfer system comprising a 
temporary carrier sheet, a protective layer on the carrier sheet and an image receptive 
adhesive layer (equivalent to the claimed release or barrier layer) on the protective 
layer. The adhesive layer comprises polymeric resins and 0-10% spacer particles. 
Taylor neither teaches nor suggests the use of polyvinyl alcohol, 
carboxymethylcellulose, alginate and/or gelatin as the polymeric resin in the adhesive 
layer, and does not teach or suggest the use of kaolin and talcum as the particles in the 
adhesive layer.
